A chef who has for many years pre­ 
sided over the cuisine of one of How 
York city’s best hotels gives this recipe 
for preparing and cooking the T hanks­ 
giving turkey; 
“ Slit tilt* neck of tho turkey from tile 
back of the head down its whole length 
and with the lingers separate til** skin 
from ii. i ’m the Nkiu a uni** above the 
middle and pull apart, then cut the 
neck off at th** base. T hat will leave 
th** skin Intact for further us**. 
“Take tin* intestines out through ail 
incision in the abdomen, but first take 
out the crop by inserting the finger 
where you have cut tho neck off. Loos­ 
en th** strings, or pipes, inside and pull 
them easily, then the whole crop will 
come out intact. W ash well, aud tl.e 
turkey will be ready for stuffing. 
“ For tile stuffing soak a small stale 
loaf of bread iii cold w ater anil w hen 
soft squeeze all the w ater out; place in 
a bowl, add Ka It. pepper, thyme or sage 
or both; fry one onion chopped flue in 
four ounces of butler and a little ham, 
bacon or salt pork; cut fine, odd a 
whole egg and mix well. 
Sniff the 
crop or wishbone p art thoroughly aud 
fasten the skin over it on the back 
of lh** turkey with a skewer or sew it; 
the rest p u t Inside. Oak** th** turkey in 
a hot oven aud cook about ninety min­ 
utes."

Its keeper will not produce It without 
a special w arrant sigued by tin* presi­ 
dent, and an impression of the seal is 
quite a ceremony in itself. When tie* 
proclamation has been thus duly sign­ 
ed and sealed many copies are mode of 
It by clerks, and one is sent to the gov­ 
ernor of every state in the Union. It is 
also given out then to the press agents, 
who telegraph it all over the Toited 
States.

o p in io n handed down by J u d g eO , EJ, 
M ontgom ery, h o ld s that bucket shops 
can not com pel telegraph com panies to
